(b) In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the 
interview as warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An Interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office action as specified in §§ 
1.111,1.135. (35 U.S.C.132) 

♦ § 1.2. Business to be transacted fir writing. ^1 business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents BUrta'Patent and Trademark Office Is unnecessary. The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively 
on the written record In the Office.

The.docket and serial register cards.need.not be updated to reflect interviewsjn. a personal interview, the.duplicate.copy of.the EormJs'wmoy^d arid given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication; If additional correspondence from the examiner is notjkely before an allowance or if .qtl^riCirounrwta^s 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than wittftHe' next official communication. "
